THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE -

To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, on 
Willow Avenue in said District, on the first Tuesday of 
September next (the 4th day of the month) as half past seven 
o’clock in the evening (7:30 P.M.) Daylight Saving Time, for 
the following purposes: 


i: To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, three Commissioners, a 
Treasurer, and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


2 To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Com- 
missioners, Board of Zoning Inspectors and other officers of 
said District, and to take such action as may be desired in 
regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard to allow- 
ing the same discount on District taxes as may be allowed by the 
Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may desire in regard to giving 
the Treasurer of the District authority to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of taxes, and in anticipation of Federal Disaster As- 
sistance Funds due under Public Law 606 of the 91st Congress, 
including ratifying her borrowings to date thereunder. 


«¥ To see if the District will vote to transfer from the 
unexpended surplus remaining at the close of the fiscal year en- 
ding August 31, 1973, such sum, not exceeding $2,000.00, as 
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shall then remain in said surplus into a Capital Reserve Fund 
for the financing of all or part of the cost of construction, 
reconstruction, or acquisition of permanent public im- 
provements or betterments in this District, including sidewalks, 
parks, and street lighting, and also for the acquisition of any 
necessary new equipment or machinery for sidewalk and/or 
park construction or maintenance, life saving, insect control, or 
other District purposes. (Recommended by Budget Com- 
mittee) 


6. To see if the District will vote to designate the District 
Commissioners as its agents to carry out the objects of, and to 
determine the expenditures to be made from, the Capital 
Reserve Fund established under the preceding Article, and to 
authorizethe payment from said Capital Reserve Fund of such 
bills for sidewalk and/or park construction or reconstruction, 
acquisition of equipment, or other items within the scope of 
said Capital Reserve Fund, as said Commissioners or a ma- 
jority of them shall approve from time to time. 


Re To see if the District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the budget as submitted by the Municipal Budget Com- 
mittee. 


8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
needed for the purposes included in the budget, including 
(under the caption of ”Miscellaneous” if not otherwise therein 
referred to) the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprin- 
kling of streets, the planting and care of shade and ornamental 
trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the 
construction and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains or 
common sewers, the construction, maintenance, and care of 
parks or commons, the maintenance of activities for 
recreational promotion, the control of pollen, insects and pests, 
the appointing and employing of watchmen and police officers, 
the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and all other 
District expenses for the ensuing year. 


9. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 
1972 - 1973 | 


1. SIDEWALKS AND 1972 DISASTER REPAIRS: The 
major portion of our work on sidewalks this past year involved 
repairing the damage from the devastating storm of February 
1972. This work has now been completed for $146.22 less than 
the amount of Federal disaster funds alloted to us under P.L. 
606 of the 91st Congress. This year we have spent $3,195.78 for 
extensive disaster repairs to our sidewalks and guard rails at 
Fox Hill Point, Lewis Cove, and the Head. Inso doing we have 
used up the balance of $1,268.00 of Federal funds left from the 
1972 advance thereof. We should receive the remaining $1,- 
927.78 (paid out of borrowings) assoonas our books have been 
verified by the State and Federal Auditors. 

Sidewalk maintenance from our general funds included 
extensive edging of grass from our walks along Atlantic Avenue 
and the Ocean Boulevard, and replacing the Bass Beach 
boardwalk this spring. Sixteen sections of this walk were stolen 
just prior to the time of installation, but were replaced without 
exceeding our budget with the help of the $359.88 then left in 
our Capital Reserve Fund, which has now been entirely used 
up. 

For another year, we contemplate replacing cracked and 
broken sections of our existing walks, some of which have been 
in place for over sixty years. 


2. HAZARDOUS CONDITIONS: This very wet 1973 
summer season has been marked by an overgrowth of bushes, 
as well as trees, within the village district. As a result, some of 
our sidewalks are being reduced in width, and ourroad corners 
have become hazardous from the inability of automobile 
drivers to see approaching cars at intersections. Rather than 
having these bushes cut down or removed by the State or local . 
authorities, we are requesting all property owners affected to 
take any necessary action and trim the bushes on their 
property’s frontage, so as to help reduce accidents and to make 
our sidewalks more passable. 


3. ROCK GARDEN SOUTH OF THE FISH 
HOUSES: The Rye Beach-Little Boar’s Head Garden Club 
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maintains the Rock Garden northeast of the Fish Houses, the 
expense being shared equally with our District. This garden is 
an attraction that has been featured on post cards and 
magazines. Not so well known is the garden planting southwest 
of the Fish Houses. This has turned an unsightly vacant lot into 
a thing of beauty, in large part through the efforts of Mrs. 
Marland D. Knowles, with some help from the Garden Club 
and village district. 


4. MOSQUITOES: This year the District has had two 
mosquito sprays of the approved mixture of Methoxychlorand 
Pyrenone, producing fair results within two or three days after 
application. In view of the encephalitis epidemic in Roc- 
kingham County, centering in East Kingston and Brentwood, 
some ten miles away, which has come to public knowledge after 
our budget had been set up, we are now recommending that we 
have at least three such sprays another year, and that the mos- 
quito appropriation be increased from $600.00 to $1,000.00, 
within the limits allowed by the Municipal Budget Law. We 
hope that we may receive some assistance from State and 
Federal sources in this matter. 


5. LIFE GUARD: We have been fortunate in having had 
Richard Crowley as our Life Guard for the past three years. He 
has been both vigilant and competent, with an average of six or 
more rescues per year; and he has fully demonstrated the im- 
portance to our District of this police expenditure, which we 
share equally with the Town of North Hampton. 


6. LITTLE RIVER OUTLET: This April, owing to heavy 
rains, Little River Marsh was flooded to an unprecedented 
height, making the Boulevard (Route 1-A) between the Barker 
and Viano properties impassable, and marooning residents on 
the Vianos’ island. It took about three days for this situation to 
be relieved by the State’s opening of the old outlet to Little 
River at the “Breach” in the sand dune, along the Hampton 
town line. 

Following the circulation of a petition to State Senator 
Robert F. Preston by Hampton residents at the south end of 
our marsh (requesting that a permanent outlet be installed at 
the “Breach”) the District Commissioners arranged a 
conference at the river mouth with State Maintenance Engineer 
R.A. Hogan, State Division Engineer Henry R. McClone, Jr., 
Senator Preston, and interested property owners. Asa result, 
Mr. Hogan wrote to Senator Preston on May 23, 1973, clarify- 
ing the responsibilities of the New Hampshire Department of 
Public Works and Highways as to the future handling of this 
problem as follows: 


He explained that the drainage of the Little River Marsh 
area is unusual and quite complex, owing to the blockage of the 
river outlet by sand and tidal action, except when opened either 
mechanically or naturally during periods of high water in the 
marsh; and that this problem has been a matter of record as far 
back as 1780. He said that the present 48” spun-concrete pipe 
now draining this marsh was installed at the Fish Houses 
(where it avoids being blocked by sand) in 1946 to replace the 
former 30” culvert there; and that since 1946 the old mouth of 
Little River at the “Breach” has been opened on four occasions, 
1958, 1962, 1968, and in April of 1973, when the pipe at the Fish 
Houses proved inadequate to handle flood conditions. | 

Mr. Hogan further explained that in order to open the old 
mouth of Little River economically, sufficient ”head” or water 
elevation is necessary to enable the flowage from the marsh to 
cut a channel from the bridge on Route 1-A to the ocean below 
the “Breach”, along a trench dug by the Highway Department 
in the sand between the bridge and the ocean; and that the water 
level in the marsh had to reach the shoulder elevation of Route 
1-A before this could be done. He gave assurance that in the 
future the river channel would be opened on the first outgoing 
tide after the water level in the marsh reaches this shoulder level 
on Route 1-A, and that this level would be established by a 
mark on the bridge carrying Route 1-A over Little River. 

Mr. Hogan further gave assurance that the State would 
flatten the resulting steep slopes cut through the sand following 
each required mechanical opening, so as to eliminate any 
hazardous vertical dropoffs, and that a swaled depression along 
the channel course would be left to facilitate future openings. 
He also stated that this summer the channel between the Route 
1-A bridge and the riverbend at the Hampton sand dune will be 
cleaned out to remove the vegetation which retarded the open- 
ing attempts there last April, so as to reduce the possibility of 
such a recurrence. Itis important to have this done, because this 
channel is badly overgrown with rushes. 

Following the conference, the State eliminated the water 
pockets in the sand between the bridge and the ”Breach” in the 
dunes. 


7. ZONING ORDINANCE: A fifth printing of our Zon- 
ing Ordinance was made last fall (1972) and is now available, on 
request, from the District Clerk, Commissioners, or Zoning 
Inspectors. This incorporates the amendments voted at the 
1972 annual meeting. You are again reminded that both Dis- 
trict permits and Town permits are required for any new 
construction or change in land use in our District. 
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8. CAPITAL RESERVE FUND: Now that our prior 
Capital Reserve Fund has been exhausted in the replacement 
of stolen sections of our Bass Beach boardwalk, we are 
recommending that $2,000.00 of this year’s surplus be applied 
to establish a new such fund. This serves as a much-needed 
cushion in cases of unexpected damage or loss along the 
waterfront. 


9. DISTRICT OFFICERS: Last September, the Com- 
missioners, following the amendment to our Zoning 
Ordinance, appointed a new Board of Zoning Inspectors, com- 
prising: William P. Fowler (for 3 years), Grace B. McCabe (for 
2 years) and Burrell M. Mitchell (for 1 year). 

Robert J. Palmer was re-appointed tothe Zoning Board of 
Adjustment fora five-year term; and Kennetha M. Bedford was 
appointed Deputy Clerk for one year to serve in the absence of 
the Clerk Rebecca G. Warren, who is not here in the winter. 

After having served as Moderator of this District for fifty 
consecutive annual meetings, from September, 1923, to 1972, 
inclusive, William P. Fowler resigned from that office on 
November 6, 1972, following which date, because of a new 
statutory revision, he became no longer eligible to serve bothas 
a Commissioner and Moderator. Mr. Fowler has continued as 
Commissioner, however, and will have held that office for fifty 
years at the time of our annual meeting this September. 

On November 7, 1972, the Commissioners appointed 
Joseph A. Teborek as Moderator for the balance of Mr. 
Fowler’s unexpired term, until the 1973 annual meeting. 


10. ANNUAL MEETING: Owing to the growth of our 
voting population, and the lowering of the voting age to 18 a 
year ago, we have had to find a larger space for our annual 
meetings than can be afforded in any private residence. This 
year will be the third year of the holding of this meeting at 
Union Chapel, through the courtesy of the Chapel Trustees, to 
whom the District extends its sincere thanks and appreciation. 

The District meeting this year will be on Tuesday, 
September 4, 1973, at 7:30 P.M. See the copy of the warrant 
printed at the front of this Annual Report. Both voters and 
property owners are invited to attend.
